Claims 1 to 3 meet the requirements of article 33(2) PCT: 

D1 ES-A-2 068 12, the description, column 4, lines 29 to 63, discloses an animal 
feed chopper comprising a tank 1 with a round bottom, a mixing auger 4 provided 
with three blades 6 having a laminar section and a variable thickness as claimed 
in present claim 3 and rectangular inserts 1 1 of which at least one is placed at the 
centre of the tank. D1 does not disclose the provision of a curved insert of variable 
thickness provided with a bevelled edge. 

Inventive step: 

Claims 1 to 3 do not meet the requirements of article 33(3) PCT: 

The problem of be solved by the present application is to prevent overloads in the 
bottom area of the tank. 

As the man skilled in the art receives the teaching from D1 that an rectangular insert 
placed at the bottom helps to avoid accumulation of the product in the bottom area, 
the choice of an insert which is curved and adapted to the surface of the bottom as 
claimed in present claim 1 is considered as one of several constructional solutions 
which the man skilled in the art will envisage in order to improve the flow of material. 

Claims 1 to 3 meet the requirements of article 33(4) PCT, the industrial applicability 
of the claimed tank being evident. 

The claims do not meet the requirements of article 6 PCT: 
The wording in clam 1 , lines 10, 1 1 is not clear as no base or top face has been 
defined previously and it is not clear which base or top face is considered. 
Claim 1 is in contradiction with the description of the present application, page 2, 
lines 26 to 29: to solve the posed problem a combined effect of insert and the 
specifically formed auger is disclosed whereas claim 1 is silent on the technical 
features of the auger. 
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
